Washington, 
Sept. 
16.—Radical 
changes iii the method of enforcing 
the pure 
food 
law 
and 
a general 
shakeup In the 
agricultural! depart­ 
ment, are considered as certain to fol­ 
low President Taft’s decision In the 
Wiley case, Just made public. 
Although 
completely 
exonerating 
Dr. Wiley from the charge against him 
and letting off his associates, Doctors 
Bigelow and Kebler, with a general 
reprimand, the president nevertheless 
makes It clear in his letter to Secre­ 
tary Wilson that he is not blind to 
conditions in the departm ent which 
Imperatively demand 
action in the 
near future. 
For, referring to the In­ 
quiry into the subject began by the 
house committee on expenditures in 
the agricultural department and not 
concluded when congress adjourned. 
Mr. Taft says: 
“The broader Issues raised by the in­ 
vestigation, 
which 
have 
a 
much 
weightier relation than this one to the 
general efficiency of the department, 
may require much more radical action 
than the question I have considered 
and decided.” 
This statement is considered as par­ 
ticularly significant, and is taken to 
mean that the president intends to de­ 
vote his personal attention to the de­ 
partm ent when 
he 
comes 
back to 
Washington in the fall, and that he 
Is determined to put an end to the 
long existing feud that admittedly has 
been a serious menace to the efficient 
enforcement of the pure food law. 


Has Been Aw are of Conditions. 
President Taft has been aware for 
some time that conditions in the agr! 
cultural dei>artment were not all they 
should be. 
He has known too. that 
there was a Wiley faction and a Mc­ 
Cabe faction in the department and 
that the best of feeling did not al­ 
ways prevail. 
It Is generally believed that Solic­ 
itor McCabe, the most active member 
of the anti-Wiley faction, and Asso­ 
ciate Chemist Dunlap, who started all 
the trouble for Dr. Wiley, will not re­ 
main much longer In the government 
service. 
It has been suggested to President 
Taft that he recommend the creation 
of a commission to enforce the pure 
food statute, just as the interstate 
commerce commission Is charged with 
the duty of enforcing all statutes gov­ 
erning the operation of a railroad in 
the United States. 
It Is understood 
that he Is not unfavorable to the idea, 
but has not committed himself with 
respect to it, desiring more time to 
consider all details in connection with 
the practical working out of such a 
proposition. 
Just where 
Dr. Wiley 
will 
land 
after the cards have been shuffled for 
the new deal is problematical. 
That the Remsen, or referee, board, 
which 
was 
created 
by 
President 
Roosevelt and which, for one reason 
or another, has apparently 
enjoyed 
neither the confidence nor supi>ort of 
the public, will go out of business at 
the close of the present fiscal year is 
considered pretty certain, whether the 
commission plan 
for enforcing 
the 
food and drug act is adopted or not. 
The L* rd, as at present constituted 
end opera 'Mg, is extremely expensive 
and very slov, and even the high char­ 
acter and admitted 
integrity of its 
membership has Riled to save it from 
caustic criticism.

The fugitive is surrounded in a for­ 
est thro? miles from Snowflake by 500 
armed men. 
They are so close on his track that 
the last person he spoke to reported 
to the posse within thirty minutes. He 
is armed with a repeating shotgun and 
is in a defiant mood. 
He told a mem­ 
ber of a threshing gang to whom he 
spoke that the men following him 
would better look out as he intended 
to make a break for the United States 
border and Intended to get through. 
Every man in the posse is armed 
and it seems impossible for him to 
break through the line. 
The chain of evidence concerning 
the m an’s identity was believed to 
have been completed when the girl 
positively identified a police photo­ 
graph of the man known to the Winni­ 
peg police as Wesley Osborn as her 
assailant. 
Identification 
was 
made 
easy, the girl said, by a scar on the 
face. 
Osborn was imprisoned at Winni­ 
peg several weeks ago as a vagrant. 
He was mugged because he had a re­ 
volver in his possession. 
Apparently 
this is the same man known in this vi­ 
cinity as Henry Bill Wilson. 
He worked in the Halllaey brick 
yard and told his employer he came 
originally from Dubuque, la., where he 
was raised. 
He came here, he said, 
from Hanna.

He Is a blonde of

There was in all $350,000 in the 
bank safes. 
They left only the silver 
and notes of small denominations, be­ 
sides damaged bills, which they scat­ 
tered around the floor and tables in 
one of the little compartments.

16.—One of the most 
disastrous fires In Duluth for a year 
raged for four hours when the Scott- 
GralT Lumber company’s plant was al­ 
most entirely destroyed.

The company employs 250 men, who 
will be turned out of work temporarily.

trial will be Tuesday, Sept. 19. 
There is a possibility that the case 
will not t>« tried here.

Dr. W ile y from the charge against him 
and letting off his associates, Doctors 
Bigelow and Kebler, with a general 
reprimand, the president nevertheless 
makes It clear In his letter to Secre­ 
tary W ilson that he is not blind to 
conditions In the department which 


Im peratively 
demand 
action in 
the 
near future. 
For, referring to the in­ 
quiry into the subject began by the 
house committee on expenditures in 
the agricultural department and not 
concluded when congress adjourned, 
Mr. Taft says: 
"T h e broader Issues raised by the in­ 
vestigation, 
which 
have 
a 
much 
weightier relation than this one to the 
general efficiency of the department, 
may require much more radical action 
than the question I have considered 
and decided.” 
This statement is considered as par­ 
ticularly significant, and is taken to 
mean that the president intends to de­

Efficient Service Requires 
Sufficient Facilities 


The Trans-Atlantic Cable 
Situation and Competition 
The trans-Atlantic cable situation 
is as follow s: 
The 
Mackay group of seven c a ­ 
bles, including the German cables, 
ow ned by or worked in physical con ­ 
nection with the telegraph h u es of 
that company form one system . 
The French cables comprise an in ­ 
dependent system , us in g 
both 
the 
W estern Union and the Ma ckay land 
lines for their United States c o n n e c ­ 
tion. 
In comp et iti on with th es e is the 
W e s t e r n Unio n group of cables, eight 
in all, ow ne d by three se parat e c o m ­ 
panies, two of which 
ate 
British 
c o m p a n i e s own ing five of the eight 
cables. 
Two only o f the 
British 
ow n ed 
cables term inate in the U n ited S to les 
a n d all o f them are entirely d e p e n ­ 
den t on th e W estern Union for th en 
connection with any telegraph system , 
or f o r their reaching any centre o f 
business, and are now w orked ex clu ­ 
sively, so far as business is concerned, 
with the W estern Union. 


To m eet these requirements it is 
essential not only that there be at all 
tim es sufficient cable facilities, under 
one control, but that they should be 
operated interchangeably with each 
other and in close physical con n ec­ 
tion with land lines as one system . 
Ample spare facilities are necessary 
to provide against the very frequent 
cable interruptions. 


Neither th- W estern Union nor any 
one of the com panies of the W estern 
Union group has, independently of the 
others, facilities 
enough to handle 
the b u siness which at tim es any one 
com pany might be called upon to take 
care of, because of som e particular 
rush of business, or because of som e 
cable interruption. Nor could any one 
company furnish all the direct circuits 
n ecessary for 
efficient 
service, 
al­ 
though 
the 
com bined 
facilities of 
these com panies are ample if they 
could be used supplem entary to each 
other and interchangeably. 


As it is, each com pany operates its 
own cables through separate and d is­ 
tinct offices and under separate and 
distinct managem ent. All interchange 
of b u siness is by actual transfer of the 
bu siness from one com pany to the 
other, with the consequent delay and 
interruption of a 
service in which 
seconds are valuable.

O w in g to the difference in time, there 
are only a few b us in ess hours of the 
day common to both sides and during 
these hours at least 75 , of the cable 
b u siness is done. 
T his is d e m o n ­ 
strated by the accompanying chart 
In the 
interests of inte rnational 
bu sin ess nothing should be done to 
interfere in any way with the so-called 
flash or instantaneous service, and 
the lines should be kept clear to a c­ 
com m odate such m essa g es during tile
